The  Birth  Rate  for  1952  has  sli^tly  fallen,  14*25  in  1952,  16.93 
in  1951,  14.22  in  1950*  The  figure  for  this  year  per  1,000  hone  population, 
is  lower  than  in  England  and  Wales. 

Live  births  exceeded  the  huraber  of  deaths  by  112.  Five  stillbirths  were 
recorded  in  1952,  compared  with  nine  the  previous  year, 

DEATHS 


03  persons  died  in  1952,  42  males  and  4I  females,  of  those  52  were 
over  70  years  of  age. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  6.07  pen  1,000  estimated  home  population. 

By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.24,  the  standardised  death  rate  was 
11.3.  The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district  by  the 
Registrar-G-eneral.  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level  out  the  differences 
in  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the  various  districts  and 
enable  more  accurate  coimparisons  to  be  made  of  birth  and  death  rates  in  the  area. 

There  w'ere  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough,  meningococcal 
infections,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  nor  from  poliomyelitis.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths.

The  probable  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  at  Bryianston  and  Durv/eston  was 
due  to  the  fact  the  samples  were  taken  after  the  main  v;ater  had  passed  through 
one  or  two  private  open  reservoirs. 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  at  Stourpaine  was  probably  due  to  the  opening 
of  mains  for  repairs.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  at  Charlton  Marshall  may  have 
been  due  to  pollution  occurring  in  a house  tank. 

The  main  water  schemes  have  made  good  progress.  The  T/interbome  Valley 
High  Level  Section  is  near  completion  and  by  the  middle  of  1953  most  of  the 
southern  half  of  the  district  will  have  a pure  water  supply.
